The first question raised by 
the NE€ reply is: whom is it 
trying to ‘please? It certainly 
will not be considered pleasing 
or satisfactory to the honest and 
genuine Socialists, who have the 
interests of the working class 
at ‘heart, and who are sincerely 
desirous of united action ana 
eventual organic unity with the 
Communist Party. It is not that 
kind of reply. But, we venture 
to say, it wijl prove highly en- 
couraging and pleasing to the 
counter -revolutionary Trotzky- 
ites, the disrupters of the SP., 
the worst enemies of working 
class unity. 

“Ali Inclusive” 

The NEC reply was written 
quite evidently for ‘“‘all-inelusive”’ 
Socialist Party, the pet scheme 
of the Trotzkyites and of Nor- 
man Thomas. So the contents of 
the -reply. are also . “all-inclu- 
sive”: they try to please every- 
body. But the darlings of the ail- 
melusive scheme, those who are 
tumored most especially, are 
the Trotzkyites.

Fight Higher Prices... 


«This doesn’t. mean working 
people shouldn’t fight against 
higher prices; this doesn’t mean, 
for instance, that the people of 
San Francisco should take’ lying 
down the recent 5-20 per cent 
increase in food prices. 


Retail prices are skyrocketing 
throughout the country, and the 
capitalists are garnering huge 
profits, while trying to pass off 
high prices as due to increased 
wages won by trade unions. 


It is absolutely necessary for 
the workers and the people as a 
whole to safeguard and main- 
tain the gains won through such 


hard struggle, by fighting against 


high prices. And such fights 
can be successful, as witness the 
big strikes of housewives against 
the high cost of meat, which took 


{ place two years ago, notably in 


Los Angeles and Detroit. 


Another way of fighting high 
prices is through consumers’ co- 
operatives (see story on _ this 
page, column 3).

Desepte, speaking for _ himself, 
was willing to accept cooks and 
waitresses, etc. into a Retail 
Clerks International but could 
not answer for the other mem 
bers of the Executive Board. 
Walter Cowan, president .of the 
Joint Board of. Culinary and 
Miscellaneous Workers‘ stated 
that his International might have 
the same problem but recom- 
ménded that the Retail Depart- 
ment Store Employees’ Union 
take in culinary workers at least 
for the present. 

Officers @ the Union felt that 
the. results of the conference 
constifuted the second major vic- 
tory of the new Union. They 
have been able to reinstate two 
discharged empoyees, one of 
whom is the -president of the 
uhion, Stanley Scott. Now “With 
the way cleared for the charter, 


which is expected within ten or 


twelve days, the officers feel

SAN FRANCISCO—For the 
irst fime in its history, Hawaii 
is to have an investigation of 
its labor situation. Edward Ber- 
man, aggressive young editor of 
The Voice of Labor, Honolulu 
paper, came to San Francisco as 
the representative .of longshore- 
men, who claim discrimination 
because of union activities, and 
has returned to Honolulu with 
E. J. Eagen, Natl.. Labor Rela- 
tions Board attorney. 

While there, Eagen will also, 
look into conditions on the sugar 
plantations, where a_ fractical 
state of peonage is said to ex- 
ist. “This is an historic event in 
the islands,” Berman said. “La- 
bor there has never had anyone 
to whom it could appeal.

Delegate Pellman of the Mill- 
men’s Union declared that he 
was in agreement with Buzzell 
that the Citizen should not be 
the source’ 6f. opinion in opposi- 
tion to the decisions and poli- 
cies of the Council. 

However, he stated, he _ be- 
lieved that it would be “a 


healthy thing: to do” if a certain 


amount of space were given 
each week to opinions and sug- 
gestions of the delegates. He 
peinted out the value that such 
a policy would have had during 
the weeks when the Council was 
discussing the need for indepen- 
dent political action, and more 
recently, during the time of the 
Douglas strike. 

Harvey Garmon, editor of the 
Citizen, spoke against the mo- 
j tion, saying that such a move 
wuld be “the death of the Cit- 
izen.” Aasked by Delegate Bar- 
on, if it-gouldn’t be arranged to 
have just two columns a week 
devoted .to correspondence from 
members of the labor movefnent, 
Garmon replied that “at the 
least, it would not be practical.”
